Chapters of the booke of the T^evelattton y there is 
mention made of feven Epiftles, which our Lord, 
fr [us (hrtji fent to the feven Churches in AJta 
which feven Churches were types of feven other 
ucceding Churches, which were to bee counter- 
panes cf them , and the Counterpaine of the 
Church of Sardts^ Matter Bnghtman faith, is the 
Church of Germany ^ the firft reformed Church be- 
gun by the fpeciall providence of godly Martin 
Luther at ivittenburg which is atowne in Saxony. 
oy the River Alt is in the yeare 1517. 

Ctt, I pray you fir,beforeyou goeany further, 
tell ine what you meane by Reformed Churches? 

M/wft. If you would know this you are to note 
that as Matter Bnghtman faith the Church of Thy - 
ttyr a bare the blame for fuffering the Roraifh Je' 
zuhel/^ but this Church of Sardis reformed it , and 
as it were like another lehu, tooke order for the 
catting downe this painted, and ftiamelefle Harlot 
out of the Windowts, foasitdafhed her braines 
out againft the Earth, and therefore the Text faith, 
foe hath a name that fbe Ineih , becaufe of the Truth 
that was reftored in her which brought light un- 
to her in a marvelous manner.

Mtmft. Thatconfubftantiating of the body of 
Cbrtft in the Sacrament of the Supper , upon the 
which many other abfurdities doe follow, which 
crecpe like a Leprofic. and doe utterly take away 
the life of thofe members, that in themfelves were 
alive ? and this death did not come npon particu- 
lar men. But alfo upon many whole Cities and 
Provinces, for to this errour about the Supper of 
the Lord,andperfonof Cbrift , other errours alfo 
were added as about originall C\nnc, free-will, fu- 
Jliftcation , good trorkes , the Law and the Gofpell^ 
tjTY. Indeed the Church of Germany call out ma- 
ny Popifh errours, yet as touching the Sacrament 
of the Supper , (he ftucke as it were'in the mire of 
thecorporall prefence, and therefore Cbrift tei- 
ethherinthe Text, that hee had not found her 
jvorkes perfe<% their workes were not full, becaufe 
there was not a full Reformation made. 

Ctt. Then it feemeth that thofe Errours, which 
the Church of germany yet maintained ,were the 
caufe that moved Mr. Brightman to coniefture 
that rnifery fhould come upon them. 

CHtnift. Yea indead ^ that joyned with Chrifts 
tnreatningin the Text, was the caufe that moved 

him 
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him fo to con je&ure, and therefore he forefeelng 
it, did admonifh the Germans to confider of it a- 
fore hand, and prevent it by true and timely Re- 
pentance. 

Oi. Did he fo indeed, I pray you Sir , if you can 
remember repeate his words. 

Mtmft. Truly faith he, it is a matter of great 
moment , and wherein alone lyeeh the turning a- 
way of the imminent mifehiefe, unleflfe menturne 
their mindes hitherwards, that is, bend their eares 
to hearken to the voice of Scripture, and withall 
putin pra&ice, & that with all fpecd, thofe things 
which the Scripture (ball command, there*reraai- 
nethaftrong fcourge for Germany , more better 
then that which hath hitherto affii&ed it.
